Those who bave read the powerful romance of 
‘* Hester Morley's Promise,“ by Hesba Stretton, 
will look with lively expectation for each new 
book by this author. One agreeable quality, at 
least, is sure to distinguish every production of 
bers: it will be written in clear, correct Eu- 
glish; and this is much at a time when the 
world is flooded with books of every sort by au- 
thors who do not consider an ignorance of the 
laws of syntax any obstacle in the way of their 
literary ambition. 

The late works of Hesba Stretton have been 
written with an evident moral purpose, and be- 
long to the category of religious noveis. 
‘* Brought Home is intended to illustrate the 
evils of intemperance, and is en effective ser- 
mon upon the subject. It is an artistic creation, 
and, therefore, is not limited in interest to any 
particular class of readers. The lesson meant 
to be impressed is kept strictly subordinate to 
the action of the story, which is wrought up to an 
exciting climax. The skill of the writer is well 
displayed in the striking effects she has produc- 
ed with slight materials and the apparent ex- 
penditure of very little effort. 

It is one of thé regretfal mysteries which con- 
tinually excite our wonder, that ao author who, 
at the beginning of his or her career, bas shown 
a peculiar gift for writing stories that touch the 
people's heart and create a wide and warm en- 
thus:aem, should, in the course of a few years, 
seem to lose the divine talent beyond recovery, 
aud bring forth book after book devoid of nearly 
every trace of original power. Inthe case of 
one like Mrs. Charles, the author of the popular 
‘*Schonberg-Cotta Series, the mystery deep- 
ens, for here there has been no dissipation nor 
debasement of the intellectual faculties. Her 
mental life has been neither slarved nor stag- 
nant, nor do the evidences suggest that it has 
been over-active. 

From the tenor of this last work, a feeble imi- 
tation of “The Chronicles of the Schonberg- 
Cotta Family,” we conclude that excess of 
Christian zeai has destroyed the author's apti- 
tude as a hovelist. In her eagerness to advocate 


the truths of Christianity, she has forgotten the 
tact essential to the success of the story-teller, 
and bas so clogged and overloaded with ethical 
and devotional sentiments the annals that 
should be chiefly relied upon for attraction, that 
thev are almost buried out of sight. The. ob- 
ject of the writer, too strongly insisted upon, 
has defeated itself. The unconverted reader 
will never wade throngh the mass of moral re- 
flections cumbering every age of the Note- 
Book of the Bertram Fanny. tor the sake of 
the scanty patches of narrative; whiie the ar- 
dent Christian will find the task a rather dry one. 

It is a thousand pities that Mrs. Charles could 
not hold herself to the line of writing that she 
first marked out as by inspiration. In her earlier 
books, the tale they professed to unfold was 
recognized as of paramount importance; and the 
religious spirit that animated, but never domi- 
nated, them was in beautiful harmony with their

When finally summoned by Death 
to cease from his labors, the philoso- 
pher was sitting at bis desk, as Dionysius 
says, ‘‘combing, and curling, and weaving and 
unweaving bis writings, after a variety of 
fashions.” Pilato was 81 years of age when 
called ‘‘to join the great majority beyond.”

SCIENCE IN CALCUTTA. 

A pew observatory for solar physics is in 
process of erection at Calcutta. It vill be pro- 
vided with a 7- inch equatorial by Merz. and with 
the usual spectroscopic aud other accessories. 
The scheme of the observatory originated in 
suggestions made dy the Italian Transit-of- 
Venus Expedition, which observed at Madda- 
pore. The funds were obtained by private sub- 
‘ription and a grant from Government. 

The Botanical Gardens at Calcutta are being 
considerably improved pnd extefffied. A large 
conservatory is being built, which will give fa- 
cilities for the culture of delicate plants hitherto 
unknown in Calcutta. The building will be 200 
feet long by 66 feet broad. The collections in

THE HUMSLE-BEE. 
We noted. a few weeks ago, that an Acclimatiza- 
tion Society of New Zealand had applied to au- 
tborities in England for a transportation of 
humble-bees to their island. In answer to that 
request, two neste of the required insects were 
lately dispatched to New Zealand by Mr. Frank 
Buckland. They were packed in separate boxes, 
and every provision made for their welfare dur- 
ing the voyage, which, it is expected, will ter- 
minate in Januarr. Humble-bees are not na- 
tives of New Zealand, and their presence is de- 
sired there for the purpose of fertilizing the red 
clover. The proboscis of the honey-bee does 
not reach down to the pollen of the clover, and, 
therefore, it is no help in transporting the grains 
from flower to flower. It is expected that, by 
performing this essential service, the humble- bee 
will secure the production of clover-seed, and 
thereby enable the agriculthrist to extend the 
cultivation of this useful crop. 


ELECTRICAL EXHIBITION. 

The International Exhibition of Electricity, 
to be held in Paris in 1877, will be divided into 
eighteen sections. In that exbibiting the His- 
tory of Electricity there will. be collected, as far 
as possible, the instruments which were used by 
Davy, Faraday, Volta, Arago, Ohm, Oerstedt, 
Ampere, and others, in making their discover- 
ies. The eighteenth group will be Biblio- 
graphical; and a library as complete as practica- 
ble will be formed of books, papers, and period- 
icals relating to electricity. A petition will be 
sent to tue administration of the National 
Library, asking them to offer their Systematic 
Catalogue of Electricity for the use of the Expo- 
sition. 


INSECTIVOROUS PLANTS. 

Mr. J. W. Clark records, in the Journal of 
Botany, a series of carefully-condacted experi- 
ments upon the Drosera rotundifolia and inter- 
media, and the Pingincula lusitanica, which tend 
to prove that the leaves of these plants do ab- 
sorb and digest captured insects. A number of 
flies, previously soaked in lithium cirate. were 
placed at the bases of the leaves,—care being 
taken that the salt should not reach any other 
part of the plant externally. After a period of 
about forty-eight hours, the leaf-stalks were 
burned to ashes, and tested by the spectroscope 
for lithium, and a perceptible quantity was 
found. 


SOUTH AMERICAN SILK. 

The production of silk in South America is 
rapidly increasing. At an exhibition recently 
held in Buenos Ayres. samples of raw and man- 
ufactured silk were displayed, that compared 
favorably with the best silas of Asia. The cli- 
mate of Brazil is well adapted to the cultivation 
of the silk-worm, which feeds on the Poima 
christi, or castor-oil plant, that grows in abund- 
ance in the country. The Goverwment of Brazil 
is contemplating offering gubsidies for the culti- 
vation of silk-worms within its domain. 


EXPLORATION OF NEW GUINEAa. 

The exned tion under Mr. Mackay, of Sydnev, 
which left Australia four months ago to explore 
New Guinea, bas become disorganized, and is 
returning. ne of the results of the enterprise 
is the discovery of a large tavigable river in New 
Guinea.

THE LA PORTE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
LaPorte, Ind., Nov. 11.—For six or eight 
years the Directors of the Public Library have 
been seeking a permanent home for tbat institu- 
tion; and, in all these years they have not been 
so far from the desired object as they are to-day. 
Five years ago, through the generosity of Dr. 
S. B. Collins, the Library was gtven the use of 
the rooms they have since occupied, free of 
charge. About one year ago, the Directors con- 
ceived the idea of building for the Library a 
home of its own, and asked the citi- 
zens to aid them, which they did. 
At this time, Gen. Orr donated to the 
Library the building formerly occupied gs the 
First Presbyterian Church ; but this was too much 
for the wise Board of Directors, and they refus-. 
ed the generous offer, and thus the people's 
short dream of prosperity vanished. But, with- 
in the last few months, this same Board of Di- 
rectors again determined to build, and again 
avked the citizens for aid, which was promptly 
iven. A lot was purchased, the plan and speci- 
ations dravp, and here again they stopped. 
They would not agree; and why? Becanse one 
wanted the building to face west, another want- 
ed it to face east, and eo on, until the 
Treasurer of this worthy and long-suffering in- 
stitution—who probably wanted a flag-staff on 
each chimpey—declared that none of the instit i- 
tion’s money should be expended. And sere we 
rest. Our people have become indifferent. It 
is the worst of crimes to point out our short- 
comings. Ostracism awaits those miserable 
wretches who dare to speak the truth.

Pants, Oct. 22.—M. Octave Feuillet introduces 
us, in his latest volume, entitled a Marriage in 
High Life,” to some very interesting types in 
French society. He is, a8 ever, exceedingly 
| dainty in his style—cold, calm, and somewhat 
barren of humor; but his pictures finish, on the 
whole, by fascinating. The atmosphere of the 
book, too, is. on the whole, pure and refreshing. 
M. Feuillet takes up and treats the difficult ques- 
tion of marriage in France, and does it with 


great grace aud ingenuity. He preaches numer- 
ous good sermons in the most interesting man- 
per in conversations between husband and wife. 
Although bis hero and heroine have innumerable 
troubles, and at times seem entirely beyond the 
reach of aid or counsel, Feuillet brings them 
triumphantly out of danger, and establishes 
them in the safer calm of wedded bliss. Let me 
give vou an aualysisof this really remarkable 
story, which has created a veritable sensation in 
Paris. 

A MATCH MADE TO ORDER. 

Madame de la Veyle, a Countess, and a lady 
of the highest upper .ci:cles of French society, 
is a match-maker. She bas a rage for marriages. 
I need scarcely tell you that her portrait is given 
with the utmost delicate and minute care, and 
that she is drawn from life, This worthy rep- 
resentative of the aristocracy of the Capital de- 
termines to make a match for her godson, Lio- 
nei de Rias, an elegant and accomplished young 
man, who has had a fine diplomatic career and 
has retired while still young to live a life of re- 
fined leisure. M. de Rias, being, a person of 
strong individuality, rather objects to having a 
match made for him, and makes some sarcastic 
remarks about the incongruity of the matches of 
which he has been acureful observer; where- 
upon the venerabie Countess thus reproves him, 
exvatiating upon his ingratitude to her married 
daughter: 

How shall Ianswer him, my dear? He woul 
like to buve a marriage without inconvenience, with- 
out danger, without bad luck, offered him on a silver 
salver, like all the rest of the men. Eh bien, I have 
none of that kind to offer, for the simple reason that 
there are none, As a geperal rule, my dear, I only 
marry those people who unite in themselves sufficient 
elements of agreement and happiness, I know, for 
example, a well-born and well-dowered young girl who 
cam make an admirable wife: I know on the other 
hand a distingue young man, the soul of honor, al- 
most eharming—({I mean you, godson, by the way). I 
marry them; the affair, as far as I am concerned, iz 
finished; the rest concerns them alone. You 
have given us (now addressing the grandson directly) 
your symptoms; they are d«cisive, You are ripe; - 
low yourself to be plucked, wd do not struggle. 
in this summary fashion, and aided by otber 
arguments, Madame de la Veyle persuades M. de 
Rias to allow her to make a maten for him. He 
consents, and is shortly afterwards presented, at 
their country house, to the charmiog Madame 
Fitz Gerald, and her stil! more charming daugh- 
ter. Let the author bimself give you their 
portra ts: 
Madame Fitz Gerald. widow of a Counselor of State, 
had been a great beauty, and might still be called so, 
although she had reached her45:b year. When, under 
first sunbeams of March or April, sbe emerged 
m her furs and deigned to descend the boulevard, 
from the Rue de la Paix to the Madeleine, in company 
with hér daughter, the promenaders, who shrank 
away from her path with involuntary deference, 
got a perfect idea of Parisian elegance in its supreme 
purity. Motner and daughter, although little accus- 
tomed to long walks, advanced win firm and sure 
steps, cleaving the crowd with sovereign indifference, 
and exchanging afew words in hanghty and crisp 
voices, as if they were enjoying a tete-a-tete in their 
own park, Their toilettes,although marvelously adapted 
to their ages, had a profound and charm ing similarity; 
ir gait was harmonious; they left behind them an 
odor of bothouse flowers, and seemed to purify the 
asphalt which they trod, Strangers studied with jeal- 
ons eyes the dress, the movements, the attractions Wr 
these two Purisians strolling abroad in their empire, 
and with reason despaired of imitating them. 
When the fair Miss Fitz Gerald saw Lionel de 
Rias come riding on horseback into the park 
which surrounded her mother’s chateau in the 
country, she at once fell in love with nim. This 
was the way of it, according to Feuillet: 

When he had passed out of “ ahe sighed deeply, 
placing her hand on her agitated heart, she fixed her 
brilliant olue eyes for an instant on the space which a 
moment ago he had filled, then, lowering her gaze 
slowly to the ground, she said in a broken voice: 

“ My husband.“ 
At the sound of this word her face became purple; 
she hid it in her bands, and remained thus for some 
minutes like a statue of startled modesty, after which 
Mademoiselle Fitz Gerald, with lively step, returned 
to the chateau. 
Tue match is made; all parties are delighted; 
the youthful pair are somewhat chilled by the 
mysterious bon mots of Countess Jules, an aged 
yet eprightly relative of the Fitz Geralds, who 
comes to the marriage festivities, and, on going 
away, leaves, instead of her parting blessing. 
this mysterious admonition to the trembhug 
bride: 
Always remember, my poor child, that woman is 
made to suffer—and—man to be suffered. 
MARRIAGE IN HIGH LIFE. 

The honeymoon lasts long. Children come to 
bless the union. Madame de Rias is lovely and 
of good report. With the most wonderful mi- 
nuteness M. Feuillet paints the progress of this 
typical married couple in high life; he traces 
them through the whirl of fashionable society 
into which M. de Rias, always protesting, is 
dragged so cons‘antly by his wife that he is at 
last nearly lost by one of the intrigues which 
always flourish there. At last, after numerous 
scenes, Madame de Bias renounces the vain 
world and seeks to renew her husband's ardor 
and her own py becoming thoroughly domestic. 
This she does mainly because her husband re- 
ueste and almost enjoins it asa duty. Feuillet 
then shows us the result: 
Fruitful in resources as was M. de Rias, rt was dif- 
ficult for him to fill the immense leisure which he had 
imposed upon his wife. His occupations and his own 
especial amusements did not allow Rim to appear at 
home save at rare intervals during the day; in the 
evening he remained in her company after dinner for 
a few moments, listening to one or two waltzes, and 
then went to his library, or to promenade in the town. 
He escorted her sometimes to the theatre. But he 
often abandoned her to her own resources, evideutly 
imagining that she had as many as he. The truth is 
that their intimacy, not being sustained by any intel- 
lectual interests in common, was painfully difficult, 
Conversation between them languished into an embar- 
rassing sterility. With an intelligence which was natu- 
rally very vivacious and frank, Madame de Rias was 
trammeled with that remarkable ignorance of every- 
thing peculiar to young French women ; on matters of 
art, of literature, of history, of itics, she 
only the superficial and confused notions with which a 
Parisienne becomes imbued from day to day. Itsome- 
times happens at last that these crude notions get 
classified and consolidated in the head of an inteili- 
gent woman and compose for her, willy-nilly, a rea- 
sonable basis of instruction and conversation ; but in 
the case of Madame de Rias they were still only in the 
state of vapor, and ber startling iguorance, whioh had 
immensely diverted her husband at the outset of their 
love and marriage, no longer amused him. 
Monsieur de Riasis mortified because his wife 
says in public that be is writing a history of 
French diplomacy in the eighth. when she means 
the eighteenth, century. He also begins to dis- 
cover that his wife has returned to the fashion- 
able world, and he sometimes gives her little 
lectures, as follows: 
“It is increditie,” said he, that women cannot 

themselves in their own homes. They must ab- 
solutely be in the streets! Eh! Mon Dieu l How do 
you suppose the honest women of other days got 
along when what we call high life did not exist? At 
Rome, for instance, an honest wife did not pass her 
dsys in shopping and ber nights in dancing. She 
reared her children and spun tranquilly, and she was 
happy.

are asked to do, 
You have, perhaps, fancied yourself, sir, a model 
husband. aud in many respects you have been one; I 
give you that praise; but you have, notwithstanding, a 
point of resemblance to the mass of your con rere 
and it is, that you make for yourself a very clear idea 
of the duties which imposes upon the wom- 
an, and a very vague one of those which it demands 
of the man. Marriage is not a monologue; it is a 
piece for two persons. Now, you have studied only 
one role, and it was not your own. You are too sin- 
cette, str. not to admit thet your personal conception 
of marriage was simply this: To add to the habitual 
comforts of your life an agreeable accessory in the 
person of an honest and gracious woman who 
should ornament your house, who should per- 
petuate your name, and who, in short, should 
briag you, without troubling you too much, a supple- 
ment of comfort and em ＋. ility. You have busied 
yourself intensely, like all of your sex, in endeavoring 
to find at Paris, in the country, or in China, that 
marvelous woman who would make any sacrifice and 
exact none. You have not found her, and no one will 
und her, because that rare bird of which you all 
dream—the domestic woman—necessitates the ex- 
istence of a bird still rarer—the domestic man. 

And then Madame de Louis gives a very ac- 
ceptable picture of what the aforesaid domestic 
man should be, and she adds: 

Marriage is certam y an entcrprise which promises 
inestimable benefits; but there is a list of indispensa- 
ble instructions for it. Have you read it? I fear not, 
because you would have seen there that a great part of 
a woman education must be given ber by her hus- 
band; that it 16 for him to model her to his will, to 
form her according to his desires, to elevate to the dig- 
nity of his sentiments and his thoughts the young 
heart and mind which demand only to please him; 
you would then have learned that it is at once wire and 
charming to add to the bouds which unite a wife to 
her husband those which bind pupil to master, in- 
structor, guide, and friend. 

I foresee the objection ; the young heart and mind 
fied from your care, They opposed to you their futile 
education, their taste for dissipation, for vanity, for 
coqnetting ; in short the incurable frovolity of woman, 
Monsieur, I do not believe in the incurable frivolity of 
women; nor do you, because you see, as I do every 
day. that frivoiity transform in itself under the empire 
of passion, pity, faith, misfortune, into austere devo- 
tion and rigid abuegation. 

No; ownit. xou have not tried. You hoped that 
the child you had married would suddenly become, by 
the mere virtue of the sacrament, an accomplished 
wife. No, sir. That was a miracle which you would 
certainly have to accomplish yourself.

A LAST PLEA FOR THE GREENBACK. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 
Cutcaco, Nov. 11.—I have demonstrated. in 
your paper of the 2d and 28d of October, the 
legality and substantial character of the green- 
backs; and, by a current history of all other spe- 
cies of circulation tried in the United States for 
the past forty years, tbe unsubstantial character 
of the latter. 
History shows that the best of the banks, and 
those situated at the most favorable points io 
the Union, under the old system had sustained 
specie-payments at no time for a longer period 
than eighteen years continuously; and 1 re- 
hearse this running resume, with illustrations in 
my own experience, so that, if possible, the 
errors and evils of the past may be so estab- 
lished that none of the old modes may be again 
attempted in whatever may be done in the 
future as to resumption of specie-payments by 
the Government for ita outstanding issues. 
First, then, as to the radical change in the 
numbers, wealth, and condition of the people 
of the country, during the panic of 1887 to 1842. 
Our entire population, during those years, 
ranged from 16,000,000 to 20,000,000, and the ag- 
gregate wealth of tho United States was not to 
exceed one-fourth of its present amount. Our 
railroad, telegraph, postal, and like facilities 
were then, as compared to the present time, in a 
crude infancy. 
Now. if, under these early circumstances, the 
few choice banks of the period, with a fair cash 
capital, subetanria! bills receivable and other se- 
curities ; with one-third of the amount of circu- 
lation in com in their vaults; and with houest 
acd honorable men to manage their affairs, 
could not withstand a run of their note-holders 
and depositore, there must be some reason for 
it, to be found in the system itself, and chiefly. 
perbaps, in that intuitive suspicion in all minds 
of individual security, unaccompanied. by sub- 
stantial collateral. Is it not also largely found 
in the peculiar nature of our entire people, who, 
when all is calm and their good nature is in full 
play, are prone to sudden and impalsive con- 
fideuces; sod, on the other hand, upon a mere 
hint, an ill-natured suggestion, on no founda- 
tion perhaps, lose instanter all contidence? In 
this way we have all seen respectable and usu- 
aly careful men go with the crowd, without a 
why ora wherefore. From these peculiarities 
of our nature. mobs, panics, lynching, and 
sudden bank-runs, spring, with all their baleful 
resulta. 
My memory is stored with many funny things 
as to runs on banks, illustrating my subject 
from actual observation. Let me give a few: 
We all remember the story of the Frenchman, 
which has become historical. I witnessed it at 
New Or eaus in May, 1837. 1952 — ® run 
going on, be drew a check for his balance in the 
old State Bank, owned chieily by his country- 
men, and in great excitement demanded gold 
from the Teller, who, proceeding to count it 
out, was stopped oy, Ah! you got him Well. 
now, I don't want him. But. if you no got him. 
I want him very much!” Here was a sudden 
joss and restoration of confidence on what was 
apparently a good basis; and yet the bank did 
fail that same day! 
In 1850, Ellis & Morton. large private bankers 
at Cincinnati, got suddenly into bad odor. and a 
heavy run commenced eariy in the morning by 
their depositors. The knowing ones on Third 
street could not afford to let them go down, if it 
could be avoided ; so a clique was promptiy got 
together, with Old Smead,” the then big say- 
ings-bank man, at its head. A few thousand 
dollars was distributed to several discreet brok- 
ers, who. mixing with the crowd, picked up all 
the small checks, requiring them to be marked 
„Good;“ while “Old Smead” himself every 
half-hour walked through the crowd with a 
bushel-basket of bank-bills, throwing them on 
the count+r, and deciaring, in his peculiar, iond 
voice, that he had balf-.a-millon more to 

if it was wanted! In three hourg the crowd dis- 
persed, aod ina week their entire deposit te- 
turned; and yet the brokers and Smead's bas- 
kets. all told, did not handle or contain $10,000. 
Four years later, the same house, then Ellis & 
Sturges, with a much increased capital, and al- 
together in a better financial condition, after 
standing a run for three days, failed, and never 
opened again ! 

Giving a history of the banking system for 
the forty vears past, so far as the runs are con- 
cerned, is but a rehearsal of what I saw in per- 
son, as it seemed my lot to witness most 4 oe 
heavy bank-runs East, West, and South. Gain- 
ing thus much personal information as to the 
animus of a crowd thus suddenly brought ta. 
getber, all strangers, and what may be termed 
of the illiterate class, but filled with one com- 
mon purpose, it has struck me as unexplainable 
why such a multitude should intelligently jump 
at the correct condition of their victims, while 
the benkers themselves, boasting of their sound 
condition to the last. would. after a brief strug- 
gle, close their doors by suspension, and often 
in utter bankruptcy. A most remarkable ilius- 
tration of this was the failure of the in 
New Lor City ia the fall of 1857. 

I go ipvo some detail, because the chief parties 
at the head of those banks were so weil known, 
standing at the very head of the financial col. 
umn in America. Chief among them was Mr. 
David Leavitt, well known in Chicago by bis 
able management of the Llinois 4 Mich- 
igan Canal lands, being

THE HATCHING-HOUSE 

and reception-rooms, An artificial canal supplies 
a steady flow of water, and dams across the 
creek form ponds for the reception of the fish of 
different ages, till they are ready to be turned 
loose into the lake. Witbin a distance of half-a- 
mile below, are 110 spawning-beds, each the 
work of four or six salmon,—showing that some 
500 fish bave, in that short stretch of water, de- 
posited their ova naturally. There is to be es- 
tablished a smaller house lower down the creek, 
to secure these fish. Hardly 4 percent of the 
eggs naturally deposited are hatched,—the cur- 
rent sweeping some away, their enemies devour- 
ing more, aud many failing of impregnation. 
In the hatching-house, from 70 to 80 per cent 
of the eggs are safely hatehed out. The pro- 
cess is simple. As the fish run up the creek, 
they must pass through the house. where they 
are taken, placed in compaitments, according to 
age and sex, and kept till they are mature. Tue 
operator then takes a female fish, aud, by gently 
pressing the abdomen, expeis all the eggs into a 
receptacle; the male dak is then treated iu a 
similar manner, and the receptacle shaken to 
produce impregnation. The eggs are then piaced 
on wire-cloth trays, with wooden sides, 4.000 
eggs to each tray, and laid in troughe, through 
which flows constantly a gentile stream of pure 
cold water, from filtering soreeus and an air- 
tight tank. In April the eggs hatch out, and 
the young fryare distributed turouguout the 
country, to stock exhausted waters, or else turned 
into the stream. 

Many of these fish return. All are marked with 
a perforation in the tail, an extra hole being add- 
ed yearly, Of the 500 a week that have recently 
been examined, almost all are marked, and some 
of them have revisited their natal waters for the 
taird time. How abundant they are, may be in- 
ferred from the fact that one poo! contains 500 
fish from 5 to 15 ;ounds weight each. They 
can be 

PYAINLY SEEN BY THE DOZEN 
among the boulders and brush- wood at the bot- 
tom of the stream. and fully eghty have made 
their home beveath a small bridge that epans it. 
The 2-year-old griise are about 18 inches long; 
at three years, the fish measures 30 inches; aud. 
at four years. 36, Salmon haye been caught 
from 30 to 52 pounds, trout scaling from 10 
pounds to 44, and whitefish of 7 or 8 pounds 
weight. There are now on hand 700,000 eggs, 
including 20,000 eggs of the California salmon. 
These are well adyanced in incubation,—the em- 
bryo fry being visible in all of them. A similar 
lot of eggs was ex; erimented with last year; al 
the young fish “hatebed out satisfactorily, aud 
were turned into Lake Ontario. Some 500 eges 
to the pound-weigbt of the parent fish is about 
(he average, ag many as 9,000 baving been ob- 
tained irom a single one. Their commervial 
value is $40 a thousand. Many thousands have 
beea sent to the United States, though here- 
atter they will be retained to stock Canadian 
waiters, Previous experiments bave proved 
most satisfactory, though, av is almost inva- 
riably the case, the good efforts of the Com- 
mission are neutralized by thé neglect of the 
people generally to protect the fish. 
EXTENT OF TUR WORK. 

The Canadian Government is about te open 
an institution on the Detroit River, at Sand. 
wich, for the hatching of whitefisn. It will 
bave a capacity of 50,000,000 eggs, and several 
millions will be laid down this season. The 
house on the Saguenay River bas been largely 
stocked with salmon-eggs, as bave also those at 
Gaspe and on the Restigouche aud Miramichi 
Rivers. Reports from the last three establish- 
ments are, however, not likeiy to be favorable 
this year, as there have beew disastrous fresh- 
ete, which must have made difficult the collec- 
tion of eggs. Another house has been estab- 
lished on the Sackville River, near Halifax: and 
next year out will be built on Prince Edward's 
Island. tae

She Collides with the Ship Orpheus, 
of San Francisco, 


All Hopes of Rescuing More of 
Her Passengers Given Up. 


No Further News from the Passengers 
and Crew of the Waco. 


Her Owners Will Be Prosecuted for 
Shipping Inflammable Oils. 


The Day’s Record of Minor Mis- 
* haps. 


THE LOST PACIFIC, 
LATEST DETAILS. 

San Francisco, Nov. 12.—A dispatch this af- 
ternoon from Port Townsend reports the return 
of the revenue steamer Wolcott from a cruise af 
ter the survivors of the Pacific. After finding 
O’Hanlov, Quartermaster, previously noted, the 
cutter steamed for Neah Bay, near Waddan lel- 
and, and picked up the body of the under stew- 
ard of the Pagific. Ou reaching Neah Bay Lieut. 
Harwood, in command of the Wolcott, sent crews 
in Indian canoes, who searched the coast 20 miles 
southwest of Cape Fiatiery, returning after two 
days uosuccessful. There was a heavy gale all day 
Tuesday. Ou Wednesday the Wolcott sailed for 
Barclay Sound, Vancvuver's Island, 35 miles trom 
Cape Flattery. They communicated with the 
Indians along the Vascouver shore, but nothing 
of importance was ascertained, Steaming up 
Barelay Sound the first Indian village was 
hailed; @ canos came off contaivipg a white 
man, who came aboard and introduced himself 
as the ‘first mate of the ship Orpheus. 
He stated she had deen run into 
the Thursday night previous by a steamer, and 
was wrecked on the following Saturday moruivg 
on an island near by—Copper Island. The Cap- 
tain and crew had got ashore safely and were 
encamped further up. Proceeding in the direction 
indicated, another ec: Je approached in which 
was Capt. Sawyer, of the Orpheus. He gave the 
following 

ACCOUNT OF THE DISASTER : 
On Thursday evening be was approaching the 
Cape, by his reckoning about 20 miles off; 
had a fresh southwest breeze, and 
was steering about northwest. The mac 
at the whee) first saw the steamer’s headlight of 
the port bow, and immediately after straight 
ahead. Could see neither of her sidelights. 
Could not make out in which direction she was 
coming. Put his nelm a starboard, as the light 
came nearer. He continued to starboard his 
helm until flat aback. The steamer bythistime had 
got very near him, and blew one whistle. In less 
than ha If a mmuto after her bow etruck bis ship 
a glancing blow just abaft the fore chains, crash; 
ing in the rail aod breaking the planking down 
to near the copper. She surged alopgside of 
ber, etriking aod grating along the starboard 
side, carrying away all the starboard braces aud 
rigsiog on that side; also the foretopmast.

as she surged past, and called to them to lay by 
bim and send a boat, as he then supposed his 
ship to be in a sinking condition, but no one an- 
swered the bail; neither did he see any one 
on deck as she drifted or steamed 
away, he was not certain which. He afterwaids 
saw a dash of light which he took for a signal. 
He thought they had heard his hail, and would 
lay by him He an her uo wore. His ship at 
that time demanded ail his attention. He lay to 
the remaioder of that nigbt, and nearly ail day 
Friday, repaising tue rigging. That forenoon 
got uoder way agaig, and made sail for land. 
boon after dark mace a light, which he took for 
Cape Flattery, pot kKaowmg there war a 
light on the coast further north He 
allowed five miles’ clearance for Duncan 
rock, and considered himself safe for entering 
the Straits of Fuca, when about 5 o'clock Satur- 
day morning his ship scraped over a reef, aad 
immediately alter 

STRUCK BER BOW ON A ROCK, 
stuck fast, aod filled. The light he mistook for 
Flattery was Cape Beale, che eutrauce of Bar- 
clay Sound, 35 miles north of the former. Tue 
shin will prove a total loss. Capt. Sawrer got 
ali the valuables, etc., he could out of ber, aud 
encamped ov the shore with his wife aud crew in 
tents made of Saile. He had hired a canoe 
from the Indians, and started his mate to Vic- 
toria for help, bat the weathe: was so bad that 
the .ludiaus would not ventuie out on à voyage, 
so they were found when the Wolcott arrived. 
Lieut. Harwood took ali of them abward his ves- 
sel, with the most valuable portion of the goods 
saved, leaving the urst mate of tbe Orpheus iv 
charge of the wreck until tbe owvere could be 
cousuited. All were landed gaiely at Port 
Townsend on Friday morning. 

Nothing was beard of or seen on Barclay 
Sound periaining to the Pacific. Capt. Har- 
wood aod pilot Peter Thompson went to the 
wreck of the Orpoeus, and examined it care- 
faliv. They say the ship was undoubtedly 
struck by the steamer just abaft the forward 


rigging. 

THE ORPHEUS 
registered 1,067 tons, and is owned by C. L. 
Taylor & Co. of this city. 

At the time of the collision with tue Pacific 
she was in ballast on ber way to Lepariure Bay 
for a cargo of coal, having siarted from this 
port on the 29th ult. Tberp is no expectation of 
rescuing any more of those on the Pacific. It 
has been heavy weather most of the time since 
the wreck, and after a (borough search no hopes 
are entertained of fu: ther discoveries. 

CAPT. HOWELL. 

Mempnis, Tenn., Nov. 12.—Capt. Jefferson D. 
Howell, the Commander of the steamsiip Pa- 
cific, which was lost a few days since on the 
Oregon coast, was a brother of Mrs. Jefferson 
Davis. of this city. He was a native of Natchez, 
Miss., but had lived in New Orleans for several 
years, aud served as & midshipman under the 
Coufederate fag ander Admiral Semmes. Dar- 
ing the past ten years he has been employed on 
merchant vessels sailing out of San Francisco. 
Some months since be was promoted to the é.m- 
mand of the steamship Pacific, for gallaniry 
displayed iu rescuing shipwrecked people during 
a violent storm. Capt. Howell was barely 30 

ears old when be was lost. Faint hopes are,

LIBEL SUiTS. 
KASSON. 
Des Mores, Ia. Nov. 12.—The Kasson-Reg- 


aster libel trial was proceeded with to-day in the 


District Court here. The plaintiff's deposition 
was first read in evidence. He testified, among 
other things, that he did not receive money for 
his vote or influence in Congress on the Kaasas 
Pacific Branch of the Union Pacific Railroad. In 
regard to the Des Moines Valley Railroad bill in 
the Iowa Legislature session of 1868, Mr. Kasgon 
testified that he had no recollection of either 
preparing or procuring to be proposed or passed 
an amendment to the bill in these words: Ihe 
nou-acceptauce by the Des Moines Valley 
Railroad Company of this act. shall not 
prevent all the provisions thereof from having 
the same effect as if the same had been accepted 
by the Company.” Further, he did not recollect 
of offering any amendment to the bill, and that 
the clause referred to was a part of the bill as 
reported to the House by the Committee; that 
he did not koow who prepared the clause above 
quoted; that he was influenced by no other mo- 
tive in supporting this amendment than the de- 
sire to aid the road; that he vever knew of any 
agent of the Railroad Company being present 
with money to influence legislation; that he 
never received money or the offer of money or 
other consideration for bus aid; that no con- 
sideration was given or offered bim for his 
influence or vote on the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific Railroad bill; tbat he  sup- 
ported the Tracy party against the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railway; that B. F. Allen paid 
him $500 April 10, 1568, to act for the Com- 
pany against ihe Chicago & Northwestern inter- 
est. which was bitterly opposing the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railroad, and which was 
after the adjournment of the Legislature; that 
Tracy wanted him to accept $500, and that he 
refused; that he also told Allen he wo aid 
the Company while at the East, whereupon 
Tracy offered to retain him io their interest. He 
sums up by saying: Iu neither the act of legis- 
lation menuoved, nor any other in Congress or 
tbe Legislature, have I ever agreed to receive, or 
been promised, or have I had any compeusation 
for vote, speech, or ufluence. The plaintiff 
rested his case. 

The defendants introduced the deposition of 
Henry Strovug, General Solicitor of the Des 
Moines Valley Railway, who ewore tuat be was 
in Des Moines in 1868 to aid io defeating un- 
friendly railroad legislation as to the Des Moines 


Valtey Railroad; that Kasson was on the House 


Railroad Committee; that F. Tread and himself 
induced Kasson to report the bill with a clause 
that 1 nullified the Doud amendment. 
bat did not remember whether the clause was 
his invention or Kasson’s: that Gen. Reed was 
Financial Agent of the Company at Des Moines; 
that he did not kuow what arguments he used 
with plaintiff to induce him to help the Com- 
pany; that he saw the clause that nullified the 
Doud amendment in hie porsession; that he 
was a member of the Railroad Committee and of 
the Sub-Commi:tee which reported the bill; 
that Kasson and himself were joint authors o 


the clause, and that be agreed to report the bill 


containing that clause; that Kasson and Reed 
were in frequent communication. 

Samuel Rees swore tuat he was a member of 
the Sub-Commictee with Kasson; that the Des 
Moines Valley Railway oill was prepared oy Kas- 
son, and was in his bandwritine; that the nulli- 
fying clause was not in the bili, but that it was 
understood is was to be put in somehow, be did 
not know when or how; that it was afterwards 
found in the bill as passed; that he did not 
know bow it come there; that it was understood 
between the Sub-Cominittee and the agents of 
the Railroad Company tuat the clause waa to be 
inserted; that it was not in when they reported 
toe bill to the Commiiteé, or when it was report- 
ed to the House. 

J. T. Young. Secretary of State, identified the 
printed copy of the Zub-COmmistee's bill now on 
tile id his olfice as the one reported by the Com- 
mittee to the House, aud which was minus the 
nullifying clause.

John E. Howard, also an indicted 
Gauger, charged with the same offease, followed 
suit, and thus two cases which promised to 
furnieh some very pecoliar and interesting 
revelations were brought to a sudden conclusion. 
As an item of general interest, it may 
be noted that, bad Kellerman allowed his case 
to come to trial, the prosecution was prepared to 
introduce a rather novel and sensational series 
of evidence against him. Oneof the indict- 
ments charged him with having issued dou- 
ble dumpers” on fifty barreis of whisky, 
and duplicate certificates on the same number 
were in possession of the Court, dated within 
three or four days of each other, certifving that 
the stamps had been destroyed. The Govern- 
ment also hed in its possession fifty bar- 
rels of whisky bearing the same num- 
bers, and with tho original stamps un- 
destroyed, and ready for use the third 
time. These barrels were ready to be rolled into 
Court and exhibited to the jury as evidence of 
the falseness of the certificates that the stamps 
had been destroyed. Kellerman was, however, 
too sharp to go before a jury with the certainty 
of couyiciion staring him in the face, and wiseiy 
conciuded that discretion was the better par: of 
valor, surrendering himself to the merciful 
judgment of Judge Treat. When Keller- 
man’s plea of guilty had been entered, 
bis counsel, Gov. Fletcher, made a signiiicant 
remark to the effect that, when pressed to tral, 
pone of those indicted for complicity in the 

Waisky-Ring frauds would have the backbone to 
trust their fate toajarv. Gov. Fletcher bas for 
some time been largeiy engaged m the prepara- 
tion of the defense in a number of whisky cases. 
and he is justly supposed to know what he is 
talking about when he refers to the prospective 
absence of backbone. 

M’KEE AND MAGUIRE

NEW INDICTMENTS.

The names of the in- 
dicted parties have uot yet been oflicially 
8 but it is certain that only three of 
them reside in St. Louis, and it is rumored that 
the other three are for Washington ofiiciais. 
These rumors are of such an indefinite char- 
acter that it would be unjust to mention the 
names of those reported to be included in the 
list. It is a certainty that D. A. January, the 
largest wholesale liquor-dealer in the city and 
one of the richest men in the West, is one of the 
indicted parties. It is charged that be is as 
deeply involved as any other hquor-merchbant 
in St. Louis, aod that be bas managed to 
keep his name out heretofore by 
adroit management. Arthur Guenther, ex- 
Revenue Agent, and also a bookkeeper for Mo- 
Donaid, Supervisor of Internal Revenue, was 
indicted vesterday, and arrested to-day on & 
capias.

END OF THE CELEBRATED DE BEAUFFREMONT CASE. 
New York Times, 

Parts, Oct. 25.—The De Beanffremont case, of 
which I have writte.. more than once during the 
past few years, has just term’naved in a singu- 
lar manner. Ihe Princess was married yester- 
day to Prince George Bibesco. During the later 
years of the Empire, just beforé the expedition 
to Mexico, Valentine de Chimay, of the priacely 
house of Caraneau-Chimay, appeared at court, 
a young, beautiful, and spirituelle girl of 17. 
The family of Oaraneau-Ubimay, princely on 
both sides, is allied to the best and noblest fam- 
ilies in Europe, for, although Bel by or 
it has been for centuries intimately associat 
with France. The young girl iv 
Countess in her own right. The press was 
greatly struck by the beauty of the young Com- 
teste Vaientine, and, woman-like, began at once 
looking up a husband for her. She hit upon the 
Prince de Beauffremont, unknown to her personal- 
ly, who was then a handsome and dashing Captain 
of Dragoons. His family, the Beauflremont- 
Courtenars, was also very ancient, and the Em- 
press thought that nothing would be more ap- 
proprate ys eed the anion of these two princely 
houses. The Prince was poor and deeply in 
debt; the Countess Valentine had a marriage 
dowry of 4,000,000 francs, besides expectations, 
ence realized, of as much more. Prince de 
Beauffremont made no objection, and was mar- 
ried: but it soon became evident that he cared 
nothing at all for Valentine de Chimay, but a 
great deal about ber dot. Domestic quarrels 
speedily ensued. The Empress took the confi- 
dences of the Princess greatly to heart, and had 
the Prince sent to Mexico, noping that a forced 
absence wonld prove beneficial to him, and bring 
him back in love with his beautiful wife. 

The result was not what the Empress expect- 
. During the abséuce of the Prince, the 
Princess lived a quiet life, above all reproach, 
and wrote long and affectionste letters to her 
husband, to which he did not reply. The exi- 
gencies of an active campaign were given as an 
excuse. When the troops returned to Brest 
Mme. De Beauffremont hastened there to meet 
her husband, but he paid no attention to her, 
and went on to Paris, and when she arrived there 
he bad gone to their chateau. Mims. De Reauf- 
fremont hastened there to find that her hus- 
band had departea, and then she received a et- 
ter from im. I remember likening this letter 
to that sent to the gentle Inez in Ruy Bias.”

For, after his long absence, all thas the Prince 
De Beauffremont had to say to his wife was: 
„Madame, what have you done with my shirts; 
I don't find them inthearmoire?” The Princess 
went to Paris to look up her husband's shirts, 
and the Prince took an apartment outside, where 
he led a joyous life. After several attempts at 
reconciliation, Madame De Beauffremont gave 
up in despair, and began a process for sépara- 
tion. For seven years she has fought with eu- 
ergy in nearly all the courts of France. Some- 
times the separation would be prononnced ; 
then another tribunal would reverse the judg- 
ment. Finally, however, ail legal expedi- 
ents were e ted, and the sepa- 
ration de corps was pronounced, the 
separation de viens having been granted 
years ago. It was during the last two trials that 
the namie of Prince George Bibesco appeared in 
this affair. To all the charges of immorality 
brought against him the Prince could Bes tae: 
nothing certain, but obe day he went suddenly 
to the chateau of his wife, which he persisted in 
claimiug as bis own, despite the jndgment of the 
courte, and found George Bibesco ivstalied there. 
Yet he had no direct proof against the Priucess, 
but this tact was regarded as presumptive ev- 
idence, and was used to offset the charges of 
Mme. De Beauffremont. The Princess denied 
any act of crimivality, aud none of the servants 
of the chateau could bring any direct proof 
aguunst her. 

THE FRENCH LAW REGARDING DIVORCE. 

Finally, as I have remarked above, the separa- 
tion from bed and board was pronounced, but, 
as the French law does not recognize divorce, 
neither party could = el get married again. 
But where there 6 & Wi ere is a way, accord- 
ing to the old saying. and Mme. De Beauffre- 
mont found a way for uniting herself to her 
lover, u ho had stood by her throughout this long 
fight. and who had given her something to hope 
for at its end. Prince George is nota French- 
man, and hence does not come under the French 
law. Mme. Dé Beaaffremont was Belgian, but 
became French on mafrying a Frenchman, and 
the separauion pronounced by the does 
not touch the question of nationalitv. She 
was, therefore, sull a French woman. As 
such, marriage was impossible. On con- 
sulting some of the most eminent law- 
vers of the day, a solation was found, 
George Bibesco belonged to the Green Church, 
the Pope of which was in Dresden. Mme. De 
Beauffremont became naturalized in Saxony, 
and, as divorce is there obtained one 
in due form. She then applied to the Pope for 
a dispensation, Pope Pius LX. I mean, but it 
was refused ber, and she then abjured ber re- 
ligion, became a member of the Orthodox Greek 
Caurch, to which her future busband belonged, 
and got & marriage license from the Pope of taat 
religion, who performed the first ceremony upon 
an authorization written by the Czar of Ruasia 
himself. Another authorization was obtained 
by Prince George for the civil ceremony, which 
was performed yesterday at the Roumaoian Le- 
gation, in presence of the représéntative 
of the Ozar. The King of Holland sent 
a telegram congratulating the couple on 
the consuwmation of their wishes, and avother 
came from the Cabinet of Berlin, mich was not 
sorry to see the Vaticau's ava‘ hema thus 
by a simple woman. Thus ends this long and en

PROJECTED KGYPTTAN CONQUEST OF ABYS- 
SINTA.

The news that an Egyptian army has invaded 
Abyssinia undoubtedly explains the recent action 
of the Kheaive in recalling all army officers 
abwent on furiongh. The conquest of the Valley 
of the White Nile is to be foslowed by the at- 
tempted conquest of the regiou wheace spring 
the Blue Nile and the Atbara, the two most im- 
portant tributaries of the great river of Egypt. 
The new campaign will involve much harder 
fighting than was needed for the subjugation of 
the savages of the Equatorial Lake rézious, aud 
the American officers in the Khedive’s service 
will have an opportunity of displaying their skill 
and bravery in the field. 

The annexation of Abyssinia to Egypt will 
make the map of the Khedive’s Dominions more 
symmé'rical than it is at present, but it will not 
benefit his Treasury. Abyssibia is roughly esti- 
mated to contain 36,000 > 5g miles, and a pop- 
ulation of apout 5,000,000. The surface is 
broken up into hills and mountame of volcanic 
rock, and, although oats and barley are raised 
on the high lands, and maize and wheat in tue 
valleys, the couutry is not adapted for grain- 
growing to an extent beyoud what will barel 
supply the nevessities of the inhabitants.

stairs with her into his oom. He asked her 
what she was doing im that d—d nigger’s room. 
and also threateved to kill Wall and to cut his 
heart out. Wall heard these threats, and 
went up stairs to ses Kronkheit. He did 
not have his revolver, bat might have had his 
knife: When be reached the second floor, 
Kronkhbeit met him and struck him with a stick 
of wood. He struck Kronkheit with all of his 
strength, and, jeaving him on the floor, went 
down stairs. He might bave struck him with a 
kuife,—he did not know. Afterwards Mrs. Kronk- 
heit came down and told bim be had killed ber 
husband. aud be said he was very sorry. He 
bad belunged to a church for forty-eight years, 
aod had préached more or less for forty- 
turee years. He was much given to singing 
and praying all night for a _ long 
time. The witness contradicted, on material 
points, every person who had given evidence ia 
behalf of the State. This afternoon he passed 
through a severe cross-examination, during 
which be became involved m man serious con- 
tradictions. Among other facts brought out was 
bis confession of having been arrested in Ohio 
on a charge of outraging his own dangbter. He 
also admitted thet, on one occasion, he passed a 
night in Mrs. Kronkheit’s room when ber hus- 
band was absent, and that he had frequently 
visited her in the evening and speut an hour or 
two with her when Kronkhbeit was not at home. 
Wall eried much of the tame during his examina- 
tion, and used many Scriptural quotations. At 
5 o’clock one of the jurors wae taken ill, and 
Cont Og as ee: until to-morrow morning at 9 
O clock. 


THE KENTUCKY KU-KLUX. 

Lovisviriiz, Ky., Nov. 12.—The Hon. H. H. 
Emmons, Circuit Judge of the United States 
Court, to-dav delivered a charge to the jury in 
the cases of Bill Smoot, George Meffert, George 
Hall, and John Onan, on trial to answer indict- 
ments for conspiracy against the Government in 
resisting process in the hands of Acting Sheriff 
Willis Rus ell, of Owen County. The charge is 
very long, and embraces a review of all the out- 
rages committed in Owea Coungy in the last 
several years by Ku-Klux. Judge Em- 
mone severely criticwes and condemns 
the doings of the desperadoes, and 
scems to leave no avenue through which 
a verdict other than guilty can be repdered. He 
refers in severe terms to the lawlessness that 
formerly existed in the same section; criticises 
the County Attorneys aod magistrates ;: and rec- 
ouumends that measures be taken and be always 
ready to suppress the lawlersuess and conspiracy 
which be considers the most disgracefal of all 
crimes against the Goveroment. In conciusion, 
he charges that, if the jurv shall find Smoot, 
Onan, Hail, and Meffert bad a common purpose 
in their acts, they were guilty of couspiracy, and 
should be found guilty; if they had no com- 
mon purpose in their deeds, acquittal. The 
triat has been progressing over three weeks, the 
wreseut parties being the worst aud last of the 
desperadoes who disgrace their country, com- 
mitting numerous Ku-Kiux acts of robbery and 
murder.

GENERAL 
was obtained, and, if the rea ler has the curi 
Ositv, as many doubtless will. have, to follow th the 
matter out, he can see the machine itself at al- 
most any time. 

The apparatus consists of two parts.—a gen- 
erator and an engiwe. The latter is of —— 
coustruction, and is not a part of the tevabtion. 
It will therefore be necessary to speak only of 
the generator, whicn the inventor keeps pretty 
well boxed.up where it is secure from the too- 
prying eyes of the curiosity-hunter. There sre 
two cylinders, each abont 12 mches in diameter 
and abeut 12 inches deep, inside of these 
cylinders are the pipes, which are connected by 
another pipe to a reservoir, much stronger than 
the generators. The water pipe, with a 
preesure of about 10 pounds to the square inch 
is connected with the generator. When the 
water is admitted, it produces the force which 
passes through the reservoir and thence through 
a pipe with an area of about 1-16 of an inch to 
the envine. whose cylinder is 3% stroke by 3 
inches in diameter. and which makes about 150 
revolutions per minute, A lever. 5 feet long, is 
attached to the generator and loaded down at 
one end with a piece of iron ge. ghing. 201 
pounds. Th s contrivance acts as a sort of safe- 

ty-vaive, Whea the engine is not running, and 
tne force generated is, therefore, not being ex- 
bausted, but kept in vseserve, an ad- 
ditional weight of 220 pounds can be 
attached to the weight without deflecting 
the lever. Yesterday afternoon Mr. T 
suspended himseif to the weight with bia hands, 
and bis own weight, 150 pounds, together with 
that of the iron itself. was not scflicient to poll 
the ber down. Mr. Gage, weigbing nearly 200 
pounds, tried it with the same result, and a day 
or two ago Mr. Sanborn, Master Mechanic of 
the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad, who 
weighs about 220 pounds, was unable to pull it 
dowa. 

Mr. Thomas is so well satisfied that he is de- 
termined te go further, and is confideut that, be- 
fore many weeks have elapsed, he will have a

ITS ENTIRE PRACTICABILITY. 

Even with the present apparatus. small and 
imperfect as a first experiment must be, he saya 
he can drive an engine seventy-five times as 
large as the one now being used. He thinks he 
bas accomplished what Keely has and more too, 
but with different apparatus. One great differ- 
ence between bis motor and Keely’s lies in the 
fact that the fornier claims he can run his en- 
gine continuously. He has left the office when 
the engine was running. and ow his return hours 
afterward it had not stopped. He says he doesn’t 
really knew how much power he has, but he 
knows how mach pressure cap be exerted to 
the square inch with che present apparatus. In 
reply to a question as to whether any chemicals 
or electricity were used, Mr. Thomas said they 
were not, and that nothing was used but air aud 
water. The weight is simply used to show the 
pressure. Gauges were used at first, but so 
great was the pressure that they burst, and he 
now bas to employ the weight. 

Mr. Thomas proposes to utilize his novel pow- 
er to run railway trains, steam and fire-engines, 
and generally to supersede steam where the lat- 
ter ia employed for meocksnical purposes.

The “Lulberry-Bark Legal-Tenders of 

Kuba Kaun. 

Cincinnati Commercial, 
Six hundred years ago, five centuries before 
the foundation of our Republic, two hundred 
years before the discovery of America, and ages 
even anterior to the birth of Gov. William Al- 
ien, the great Venetian, Messer Marco Polo, dis- 
covered in the farthest East the covniry of pa- 
per money, ‘This noble Venetian, in A. D. 1275, 
set forth on the boldest and most enterprieing 
tour of discovery, next to the voyages of Colum- 
bus, known to history.

What they 
take is a tuin fine white bast or skin, which lies be- 
tween the wood of the tree and the thick outer bark,

| cudation became an utter failure. In 1309, a few 
years after Marco Polo's visit, the issues were 
ca'led in, and redeemed at the rate of five to one; 
tha: is, four-fifths of the paper money was con- 
fiscated in the hands of tne unfor unate hoid- 
ers. According to the Chinese autborities, tbe 
reh gf the issues coustantly diminished, till 
they were utterly extingiushed, when the people 
gladly returned to the use of solid gold and su- 
ver, and after A. D. 1455, there is no more men- 
tion of paper money in Chinese history. 
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The Remains of Prehistoric America. 
Pitteburg Commercial. 

Several years ago considerabie excitement was 
ereated in Fairmount, W. Va., by the discovery 
of traces of an old macadamized road extending 
slong the right bank of the Monongahela, oppo- 
ate that place. Recently the-Goverament engi- 
neering party engaged io the survey of the Up- 
per Monongahela luver, with the view of slaok- 
watering that stream from Morgantown to Fair- 
mount, examined this old road, aod from the 
members of the party we learn that there can be 
na doubt but thet this read furniabes anotber trace 
of the lost race that once dominated the conti- 
nent long before the Indians came into posses- 
sion. 

There are traces of the road for nearly 11 
wiles along the narrow strip of bottom land be- 
tween the hilisand the river, though at many 
points the tiver, having shifted its channel and 
eut into the hills. has entirely obliterated every 
evidence of it. Generally the road is covered by 
from 2 to 5 feet of alluvium, either deposited 
through the couree of ages by the river floods. 
or elae by the slow washing of the hills skirting 
it. Its width is said to be 15 feet. 

The most curious feature about the road is 
that the stone of which it is formed appears in- 
variably to have been burat. Whenever the 
road shows itself in the cutting banks, it is 
marked by the black substratum of ashes. In 
depth the broken stone varies from 6 inches to 
13 inches, of irregular fragments. The material 
employed appears to have been largely composed 
of bouiders of red sandstone, and the conjecture 
is that they were broken after being made hot 
with water thrown upea them. There being few 
(af any) bowlders in the river or adjacent coun- 
try, the query arises, where could the material 
have been ebtaived to make tuis road? 

At the crossings of the streams there are no 
traces of bridge abutments or piers, which leads 
to the conclusion that the streams were crossed 
on weoden bridges. At many points the road is 
covered with trees over 150 years old, which 
makes it certain that it was constructed long 
before the advent of the white mau; and 
there are other circumstances surrounding the 
cage which leads ivevitabiy to the coudlusion 
that it was made in those early ages when a 
semi-crvilized people inhabited North America. 
No one acquainted with the habits of tae Amer- 
ican Indisus would give them credit for eon- 
strueting such a work of art as this. 

Cattle Plague in Michigan. 
Detrou Free Press. 

Great excitement prevails among the farmers 
in the vicinity of Lawrence, Van Buren County, 
over a terrible disease which has broken out 
among the horned cattle, and threatens gestruc- 
tion to pumbers. They seem to be in the atmost 
pain, and are contmually ruobiug their head: on 
ali sharp objects near them, and will scratch and 
tear till the skin and flesh is torn literally off, 
leaving the bone exposed. They keep this up 
till death. ensues. It has taken the farmers 
wholly by surprise, as no disease has ever been 
known among the cattle in this vicinity before. 
It comes so suddenly, and kills the avimals so 
quickly, that time is hardly given to treat the 
poor brates. Animals apparently ie good health 
will at once commence this scratching and 
throwing upwards of their heads, and will die 
within twenty-four hours. 


Mortality and Density of Pepuiation. 

Tne British Registrar-General has pubusbed 
bis annual report of births, deaths, aud cacses 
of deaths, in London and twenty other large 
cities tor tue past year. Of these, London a)- 
pears to be the most healthy, the death-rate 
being only 22 per thonsand, aud the excess of 
births over deaths 44,788. According to the 
showing of this report the death-rate advances 
in almost every cage as the density of populauon 
increases. Thus in London there are 45 peraons 
to each acre of space ; in Edinburg, 47 ; in Man- 
chester, 82; iu Liverpool, 98; in Glasgow. 100. 
The respective rates of mortality iv these places 
are given asfollows in this re ort: London, 22; 
Echuburg, 28; Manchester, 3 Liverpool, 32; 
Glasgow, 31.

The Donkey---A Very Important Animal 
in the Territorial Econemy. 


A Lengthy. Tramp—Olimbing Five Peaks, 
aud Finally Getting Lost.

GrorcEetrowy, Col., October, 1875.—Colorado 
is a delightful Territory! I am ready to exclaim 
after having been within ite limite for six weeks. 
And, although I have not wandered far from my 
present situation since I arrived here, I have 
every day been gladdened with new scenes, 
which beggar description, and must be seen 
to be appreciated. For some the moun- 
tains have little charm; but for me, 69 
I stroll along their flanks or traverse 
their intervening valleys, gazing ever and anon 
at the snow-crowned summits, lam overcome 
with a sense of the awful grandeur, and realize 
my on insignificance when I contemplate their 
enormity. ~ However, when I have, after half-a- 
day, reached the summit of one of the most 
lofty, the feeling is quite different, and I am 
quite exultant with joy at having conquered the 
steep ascents and rocky barriers, apparently im- 
passable. 

GEORGETOWN, 


my present location, is seventy-seven hours from 
Chicago, 8,400 feet above the sea-level, 19 miles 
from railroad, contains about 3,000 inhabitants, 
and is situated in an expansion of Clear-Creek 
Valley. It is 35. miles on an sir-line, and 50 
miles by rail and stage, from Denver. The 
Colorado Central Railroad runs a train from 
Denver to Goldep, about 15 miles, and there we 
change cars | enter a narrow-gauge train. 
The care are not much larger than a Chicago 
cross-town borse-car ; the locomotive is decided- 
ly miniature; and the whole train presents the 
_sppearance of being the property and delight of 
an amateur Railroad Company. From Golden to 
‘Floyd Hill, the ride is one of the grandes: 
imaginable, especially if you are fortunate 
enough to make the engineer's acquaintance and 
take a seat in his cab. I was thus fortunate; 
and, as I sat in the fireman’s seat, who has little 
time to rest on this trip, our miniature engine 
‘puffed and tugged away with an energy truly 
surprising. The curves in the canon are 80 ab- 
‘yupt that sometimes, as we looked ahead 
of us, as we were seated in the en- 
_gine, there seemed to be no opportunity to pro- 
ceed any farther, or, at least, the only way in 
which we might do so was to plunge headlong 
over a steep precipice into the foaming, surging 
creek, which is our constant companion by rail 
aud stage, even to Georgetown, and running 
through the great silver-mining region of which 
Georgetown isthe centre, and hence has re- 
esived the sobriquet of the ‘Silver Queen” 
City. 

Soon we slackened speed, and stopped to 
slake the iron pony's thirst. He drank long and 
deep. Meanwhile I had etépped across to a rude 
wooden swing which some person had placed up- 
on the rocky banks of the stream, perhaps for 
mercenary purposes; for, in -ewinging; one 
would be carried far out above the dashing 
ereck.

to the enormous pressure; but they are never 
too tired to climb a steep hill to obtain that tuft 
of food. I beg tne reader's pardon for straying

Before we had gone far upon the trail to the 
top of the Democrat Mountain, we came upon 
one of these pack-trains. We had beard the 
shoute of the driver to his “ pets” away ahead 
of us, but we could not see him for the many 
curves iv the trail. When we came up with him. 
having plenty of time at our dis we offered 
to help him urge them along, which pleased 
bim. Accordingly, my friend took the foremost 
four, I took the next four, and the driver the 
remaining four.

Here and there wore 
beautiful cascades and waterfalls, which 
shone and glistened in the sunlight like purest 
silver. 

Our bard work of climbing over rocks and 
fallen trees was becoming very laborious, aod 
we were in a ſever-heat of excitement, when 
suddenly before us we could see 

THE GLIMMER OF A LIGHT, 

and ‘soon after we discovered tne same clear 
creek which bad been our companion on first 
arriving in the mountains, but here it 
flowed more .genily, and sever dio it 
seem BO important to our wea! 
as that night. We were soon upon 
the wagon-road which traverses its banks, 
and, with 10 miles before us, we were happy, for 
ve should anticipate no more hard climbing. We 
arrived at home at half-past 8, to the relief of 
frieads ; but we were content in havieg per- 
formed a noteworthy, at least. day's travel, and 
climbing 25 miles in an air-line, aud much more 
vy the serpentine, ane and tedious climbing. 
Reader. Aave you ever climbed a full-qrown 
mountain ? If not, youare ipeapable of form- 
ing any conception of the magnitude of che un- 
dertaking. 

I must close my already lengthy letter, as! 
am just ready to start to South Park, and pass 
through the most beautiful ostural scenery on 
the Continent, including Manitou, the Garden 
of the Gods, Colorado Springs; also, a region in 
South Park aboundiag with deer, elk. etc. We 
are well armed with rifles and revolvers, .and 
anticipate a glorious trip. Our horses are ready 
and fall of spirit. Adieu. W. C. H.

THREE AMERICAN FPRERESSES. 
Tue Blue Bleed of Baltimore. 

Appietons’ Journal recently published an arti- 
cle on the Three American Peeresses from 
Baltimore. The New York World says that this 
articie contains some errors, and gives the true 
story” of these ladies, as below: 

The three American Peeresses in question 
were three young ladies of Baltimore, graud- 
daughters of Charles Carroll, of Carrollton, who 
was generally regarded. at the time when the 
Declaration of Independence was signéd, as the 
wealthiest of the American rebels. He came 
lawfully by bis rebellions tendencies, at least, 
tor he was of Irish blood, and tbere are some 
„tales of a grandfather” in his family bistory 
that would vot discredit bailiff-basting Galway 
herseif. But that is not now tothe point. He 
had been educated in England. and he had very 
earlv and in trying circumstances proved h:mself 
to possess the soirit and determination which 
made him a leading figure iu the Revo.ntion. He 
had two daughters, one of whom. married Mr. 
Caton, an Eugiishman of Lincolnsnbire, if we 
mistake not, but a citizen of Baltimore., and the 
otber Mr. Goodloe Harper. 

Mr. and Mre. Caton had four daughters. al 
famous tor their beauty, and three of these 
voung ladies eventually vecame British Peeress- 
es, mainly through the dauntiess social ambi- 
tion of the eldest of their number. Miss Mari- 
anne Oaton, who married eat iy in life Mr. Rob- 
ert Patterson. of Baltimore, the son of a North 
of Iréland merchant, who had settled in this 
country and acquired what in those days was re- 
garded as a very great fortune. Robert Patter- 
sons sister, Elizabeth, married Jerome 
Bonaparte. the youngest brother of Na- 
poleon, who, after carrying ber across 
the Atlantic to Portugal, left der there 
to find her way as best she could to Enz- 
land, and eventually, atthe command of hie 
brother, submitted to an illegal aud unrighteous 
divoree from her, and married again a Princess 
of Wurtemberg. This was a great blow, no 
doubt, to the Patterson family, but it is not 
quite correct to represent Robert Patterson 
while in Europe as ‘‘ bothered beyond measure 
with the affairs of his sister, his slippery brother- 
in-law, and the angry First Consul.” The 
“angry First Consul gave himself very little 
trouble about the Pattersons, beyond ordering 
his worthless brother to drop the whole fami) 
and to insult his wite (which be obediently did 
by offering her 60,000 ‘franes a year to give 
him up and go home. After the fall 
of Napoleon, Mr. and Mrs. Robert Pat- 
terson went to’ Paris. They were accompanied 
by Mrs. Patterson’s younger sisters, Elizabeth 
and Louisa Catherine. ‘They were all beautiful, 
and Paris at that time was full of military, dip- 
lomatic, and Royal personages deeply devoted to 
the worship of beauty. Foremost among these 
alike in renown and gallantry was the Duke of 
Wellmgton. Thanks to the friendship of the 
great coogueror, Mre. Patterson and her sisters 
went everywhere and saw everything. A Parisian 
tradition records that at the tirst grand bau- 
quet given by Louis XVIII. to me alhed 
sovereigns the Patterson party were the only 
ordinary mortals invited, and that Mr. Robert 
Patterson, being tired of standiog behind his 
chair with the rest of the company, created a 
decided sensation by pulling bis chair out aod 
sitting down in it, before the Royal persouaces 
with sound of trumpets and the flinging wide 
open of double-doors had made their appear- 
ance. 

Two years afterwards, in 1817, Miss Louisa 
Caton married one of the Duke of Wellington's 
aides-de-camp, Coiouel, afterwards Sir Feiton 
Elwell Bathuret-Hervey. Bart. Sit Felton Bath- 
urst-Hervey committed suicide under painful 
circumstances two years after his marriage, 
and in 1828 his widow married the Mar- 

of Carmarthen, who finally became 
bake of Leeds, Mrs. Robert Patterson 
had become a widow a few years after her brill- 
iant adventures in Paris, and, returning to 
England, married in 1812 the Duke of Welllng- 
tons elder brother, John Quincy Adams friend 
and classical correspondent, the Marquess 
Wellesley. Lord Wellesley was a statesman avd 
a scholor of no mean merit. Ho filled many of- 
fiees in England. was twice Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, and, as Earl of Mornington, was for 
seven vears Viceroy of India, from 1798 to 1805, 
during which tame bis brother Arthur laid the 
foundations of his great fame as a soldier, and 

— Par away, 

Against the myriads of Assaye, 

Clashed with his fiery few aud won!“ 

But Lord Wellesley had rather vague notions 
of domestic life, l.ke many others of his rank 
and nation. He lived for a number of years 
with a French lady, Mile. Roland,—who, how- 
ever, was not ‘a balict-dancer” precisely ,—and 
by her had two daughters. He afterwards mar- 
ned Mile. Roland. Both of his daughters mar- 
ried well, one becoming Lady Atherton and the 
other Lady Abdy, Lady Abdy, however, pre- 
ferred Lord Charles Bentinck to her spouse, 
Sir William; ran war with him, was 
divorced, and married the man of 
ber choice, by whom ® became the 
mother of the present beir of the Dukedom of 
Portland. The Marquess died in 1842, leaviog 
his second and American wife in such nar- 
row Circumstances that abe became a Royal pen- 
sioner. In 1836 the third Miss Caton, Elizabeth, 
by that time a decidely mature young lady, it 
not fat, yet fair and not far from 40, married a 

rian widower, Jeroingham, Lord Stat - 
ord. And thus it was that there came to be at one 
time on the rolls ot the British Peerage three 
American sisters, all of them Peeresses of 
Great Britain. Whether the game was wortn 
the candle, who «hall say? Bot how does it 
happen that a Baltimore newspaper tells us 
“the Bayards of Delaware inherit much of 
their talent frem the younger daughter of 
Charles Carroll, of Carrollton, who married 
Robert Goodloe Harper?” If they do # must 
be in some marvelous manner that would 
make Garter King-at-Arms scratch hies wig. 
The Bayards of Delawsre—we mean those 
whose talents have so long brightened the 
bigh ephere in which they move—have no 
more to do with the Carrolls of Baltimore than 
they have with the Capulets and Montagus. 
Huguenots by origin, Philadelphians by settle- 
Pw! A -A by trauslation, their tal- 
come from other springs. 
r arises doubtless from the marriage 
of Mr. Richard H. Bayard, an elder brother of 
the Delawerian Senater, with Mies Carroll of 
Philadelphia, not Baltimore.

The Canadian Government, in imitation of that 
of the United States, and ander the like influence 
of claim-ageots, has passed a bill putting on the 
pension-rolls the surviving militia-men -who 
fought the Yankees in the War of 1812-15. 
Whereas the authorities estimated, under the 
advice of the claim-agents, at the passage of the 
Appropriation bill, that but 800 of them surviv- 
ed, actual enumeration shows their number to 
be between 2,000 and 2,500.

THE POTTER LAW. 
ARGUMENT BEFORE THE UNITED STATES SUPREME 
COURT.

MUWAUn ER, Wis., Nov. II.— Last week the 
Wisconsin railroad legislation of 1873, known as 
the Potter law, was before the United States 
Supreme Court, and its constitutionality dis- 
cussed. Eminent connsel appeared in the enge, 
and it was argued at great length and with un- 
usual ability on both sides. Ex-Chief-Justice 
Lawrence, of Illinois, E. W. Stoughton and 
William M. Evarts. of New York, sod Jobo W. 
Carey, of Milwaukee, represented the Onice- 
go & Northwestern Railway Company, and 
ex-Chief-Justice Dixon and the Hon. I.

‘The case was 
originally brought in the Circuit Court ef the 
United States fer the Western District of Wis- 
consin, before Judges Hopkins and Davia, by an 
application for an iajunetion to restrain George 
H. Paul, J. H. Osbourne, John W. Hoyt. Rail- 
way Commissioners, and A. Scott Sloan, Attor- 
ney-General, from enforcing the Potter law. 
The Court refused to issue the injunction, and 
the case was carried to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. Subsequentiy, a similar case 
was argued before the Supreme Oourt of the 
State of Wisconsin, and the constitutionality of 
the law was maintained by a very able and very 
extraordinary opinion by Chief-Justice Ryan, 
and concurred in by the Associate Justices 
Cele and Lyon. It is an action of 
THE UTMOST IMPORTANCE 
not only to the people of Wisconsin, whose rep- 
utation for honesty and integrity is involved in 
it,—as well as their ability to finish thei? system 
Of railroads that has been so well commenced, — 
but it is aleo of the most serious consequenee 
to a large number of non-resident capialicu 
who have innocentiy invested large sums of 
money to aid in the covustruction of Wisconsin 
railroads. If the Supreme Court of the United 
States affirms the decisions already rendered by 
the courta below. -a thing thas ie not likely to 
happen, from my view of the case,—then the 
Northwestern Railroad Company m ght as well 
remove the iron from its track, sell its right of 
way to the Grangers to raise turnips upon, and 
take its ro ling stock to some other State where 
it can be used tn more protit than in Wisconsin. 
For thea the ability of the Wisconsin Legiala- 
ture to conliseate the property of toe stockhold- 
ers in railway property will be complete. The 
Potter law is now enforeed upon the assumption 
that the Legislature has the power to fix the 
\ariff for freight and passengers as it sees fit; 
it has so fixed it, amd the act is declared to be 
constitutional by the Sapreme Court of the 
State. A more arbitrary and unjust law has ner- 
er been passed since the euactment of the oid 
Alien and Sedition laws. 
THE STOCKHOLDERS 

that bring this suit aod ask for the protection of 
the Court are nearly all residents of foreign coun- 
tries. About $25,000,000 of tueir money has

The mavoufacturer invests bis 
capital in a mapper that increases his own 
wealth, but adds very little to the wealth of his

ways called railroads. Their entervrise and 
their capital enhances the value of every acre 
of land that the¥ pass, or that ligs in the vicinity 
offtheir line, without cost to owner; th 
increase the price of every marketabie — 
itv; they destroy isolation, and bring into close 
neighborhood sectious of country otherwise far 
apart, and they carry the advantages of civiliza- 
tion and refipement to remote districts. But

Saburo is a brother of tbe late Prince of Sateu- 
ma, and in his preface he informs: us that 
‘* Jasui is 4 man of years, and one of the learned 
men of the day. He has outgrown all desire to

Jesus intended to aseend into heaven, Now, the 
heaven is a void space. Even if He did raise His body 
again to life (and ascended into the void), He would 
have had nowhere to place His legs. There is no use 
for the body in heaven. This is clear: consequentiy 
Jesus, when He was dying, cried out in a loud voice, 
“Pather, to Thee I render my body!” Supposing 
that Jesus bad really returned to life aad shown this 
miracle, He would have done well to have mized with 
the people in the world, and made more of them be- 
lieve in His religion. But He only spoke (after His re- 
turn to life) to His disciples and to some oid women, 
It was this which made people in geperal doubt the 
truth of the affair. 

% In leading men’s minds astray by the display of 
superuatural things, in despising the Cuilu and Ko 
doctrine and exaiting their own gods, in regarding the 
period of life as of littie value, and looking to happi- 
ness after death asthe all-important end, and in en- 
couraging men by the hope of a residence in heaven 
and frightening them at the same time by the prospect 
of hell—the teaching of Jesus is the same as that of 
Buddhism. The only, difference between the two ie 
the Buddhist principle of transmigration which is 
not mentioned by Jesus. The practice of Buddiiism 
in this country is of old date, and why should the lat- 
ter oppose the teaching of Jesus (simce the two are so 
similar)?” 

The above is the opinion of ignorant people. 

Now there may be some resembiance between 
Buddhism and the teaching of Jesus, but on compar- 
ing the two (although they are both bad) we find this 
difference—that the evil of the first ia slight, while 
that of the second is great; thatthe one is harmiess 
and the other injurious. The teachers of Buddhism 
say: Leave your parents’ care, and lead a virtuous 
life away from the world.” But, nevertheless, parents’ 
care ia not despised, but repaid. Jesus, however, 
makes the master and parent only temporal. Budd- 
hism enjoins men to pray for the future welfare of 
the master and parent. Thus the Teui-yen isfound 
in Buddnism. In the teachings of Jesus everything 
finiehes with death; no masses or prayers are said 
for the dead, If we look at this, it is like the conduct 
of dogs and horses. Baddhiam has been practiced 
fora long time in this country, and now it has 
learnt to obey the country’s laws, The tefiching of 
Jesus is arrogant and boasting. It does not 
pow to the authority of the sovereign of any country. 
It is not for me to expiain these things for the benent 
of sovereigns in general; but what 1 fear (in the 
event of this religion — adopted) is lest the cus- 
toms of the country should be abolished and dis- 
tu: bance created. Jehovsh called Himeeif the jealous 
God, and did not permit His followers to worship any 
other God. Jesus st ened this law more and 
more, and swore tbat would destroy other Gods. 
It was, therefore, that He said: “ lam not come to 
bring peace into the world, but to create strie.“ 
Should then this religion be adopted the shrines of 
Jimmu Tenno, and of the various Emperors and 
nobles, and those dedicated to patriotic and illustrious 
men, will have to be destroyed, and the whole nation. 
down to the ordinary samurai and lower classes, will 
have to give up offering masses for the souls of their 
parents and ancestors. How could our customs, on 
which the Chim doctrine exercises such & great in- 
fluence, endure this? 

The arguments on which Christianity rests are very 
shallow, and the advantages to be gained by its prac- 
tice are shown ae the first consideration. People fear

us an inducement. People like weuléh ; they are there- 
fore urged on and tempted by the promise of trmper- 
ishable riches. Those who do not believe in this re- 
ligion are frightened by the threat of unquenchable 
fire. Those people who love protit,—if they de led 
away deceived by this religion,—by encouraging one 
another will soon acquire numbers and strength, and, 
Joining issues with those who worship other Gods, 
will try and make them believe in their religion, and, 
fighting to the death, will combat them, And ii is to 
be feared that their attack will be Herber than the re- 
sistance offered to the teachiug of Jesus by the follow- 
ers of Buddhism, If Christianity be arrested midway 
in its progress, end prohidted, the followers 
of this religion will prove stubborn, and, Tre 
sisting the author ities, wil stop only 
when they have got ali that they wish for. The rebeis 
of Amakusa who rose agsinst the Government some 
time back are a proof of this. II, therefore, this re 
Ugion be once allowed to spread, afterwards, even if it 
wished to puta stop to it, this religion cannot be pro- 
hibited without putting to death its followers. 
asked why, the reason is that the followers of this re- 
ligion ve that if they die for Jesus their future 
bliss in heaven will be greater, Care must scoordingly 
be taken. 

I have heard that the followers of this reiigion in 


Western countries have been divided into two parties, 
the old and the new; that im America they have be | 


come divided into twenty-five different sects, and that 
these are all at variance with each other, and will noue 
of them give in on a single point. I heave also been giv- 
en to understand that when people quarrel on any 
other cause than religion, overtures for a recon- 
ciliation from one party to another are accepted, 
but thatif armies sre opposed in religious strife, no 
submission is accepted by either adversary f *™ his 
opponent, and, no quarter being given, one r the 
other is exterminat Now religion secures the prop- 
er government of nations, and causes tranquillity to 
return in the world; but nowadays religion produces 
strife, and people fighting for their respective belief 
kill, and end by extermina one another. How can 
this be called religion? ese twenty-five sects 
(which exist in America) al equally have Jesus as their 
basis. The differences on account os which they quar- 
rel must be very slight; but still they Kill each other, 
nud give no quarter, Buddhism is what these Chris- 
tians call a worship of images, and they wish to at- 
tack it and destroy it altogether. Again, there is the 
Shinto religion, the strength of which is small, but the 
sects of this religion are ali founded on the worship of 
the gods. If these three feligions be carried on 
together there will be no putting an end to the strife 
which will ensue.

POISONOUS STOCKINGS. 


BEPORT OF THE ANALYTICAL CHEMIST. 

In Wednesday's issue of Tne TRIB NE a de- 
tailed account was given of the poisoving of a 
child by wearing seal-brown colored stockiogs. 
and the action of the poison upon other clothing 
along with which the stockings were washed, the 
result ceing that a stain was left upon an uuder- 
shirt which, when worn, left a spot on the skin 
under it, which became very much ivilamed. A 
TrisuNE reporter obtained possession of the 
Gangerous stockings, and also purchased a like 
pair, and had them analyzed by Tux Tuingxz's 
special chemist, Prof. Mariber, tye resuit of 
which is given in fuli below, aud is as fulluws: 


To the Editer ef The Chicaco /ribune: 

Cutcaco, Nov. 12.— Having received, on Tuesday 
last, two samples of poisoned-stockicgs frow your re- 
porter, and having carefully analyzed ihe same, I re- 
Port resuite as follows: 

Sample Mo. 1—Has a seal-brown color, and contains 
ebromium, logwood, and picric acid; having been in 
the first place Gyed reddish-vrown oy logwood ana 
bichromate of poiassa, and afterwards mioditied to a 


seal-brown by immersion ina beth containing picric | 


acid in solution, 

Sampie No. Has a reddish-brown color, and con- 
tains chromium, logwood, and pierie acid, but much 
less of the picric acid than No. 1, -n ſact, not enough to 

the reddish color of the logw6od brown, owing 
to ite having been largely removed by washing, anu vo 
some extent by the previous action of the perspira- 


tion. 

Neither of these samples contains aniline. aniline 
dyes, arsenic, or any mineral poison, aud any poison- 
ous quality in them can be attributed oniy to the picric 
acid, which is known to be a poisonous substance,

To the Editor of The Chacaae Triewne: 

Cod. Nov. 12.—Some time last summer I 
ventured to address you a communication re- 
Specting sewer gases, aud the injurious effects to 
which many of our citizens are constantly sub- 
jected, owing to the fact that the air they 
breatbe in their bouses is more or less im- 
pregoated with them.

FIXING SALARIES, 

The Committee on Public Servi@ of the Co2n- 
ty Beard held a night session in the office of 
the County Attorvey Thureday evening, and 
commenced the work of fixing salaries. Anoth- 
er session was held yesterday afternoon under 
lock and kef, and it is promised that the report 
will be forthcoming Monday. So far as the work 
has gone there has been a genecal reduction, 
ranging from 12 to 20 per cent, touching, how- 
ever, only such of the employes as bave been re- 
ceiving over $1,000 per anuum. Tue reduction 
has not been coofined to salaries alone, but the 
Committee bas discovered. what everybody fa- 
miliar with the working of the couuty olhces 
kuows, that there is a large einecure list in cer- 
tain departments, and as a consequence will 
wisely recommend that they be dis- 
pensed with. Especially is this the case 
in the County Clerk's office, which 
is abundantly illustrated in the office of Chief 
Clerk, which bas been vacaut for several montis 
and which it has been found unnecessary to fill. 
The office of Chief Clerk, or at least the pay of 
such au official, is likely to be cut off, and be- 
sides it is announced that the allowance for dep- 
uties will be curtaiied, the effect of which wil! 
be beneficial, especially if it reduces the number 
of loungers around the office. 

The total reductions contemplated, it is est 
mated, will save the county 640.000 a year. The 
Deputy-Sneriffe are reduced from $2,000 to 
$1.800, the Court Bailiife from $1,200 to 1.000.

Lecture on St. Georg’ and the Dragon, 

Mr. Moncure D. Conway gave another of his 
interesting lectures last evening at the Third 
Upitarian Church, his subject being ** St. George 
aod the Dragon.” Tue church was well filled, 
aud the lecture, althoagb it exceeded the usua! 
length, was beard with close attention. 

Mr, Conway commenced by saving Thackeray 
used to assert that every man has his dragon, 
and Thackeray's own particular dragon was a 
dinner-party. This original use of the simile 
was quite in keeping with its history. That 
simile had been used as a sort of generalization 
foreve:y ill that flesh was heir to. Tue tradi- 
tion of the dragon was an ancient one. Even 
the extinct saurians were supposed to have con- 
tribated to the general make-up of the dragon.

been as a fierce crocodile. The hydra, or water- 
serpent, was the nest symbol. The Gorgon 
idedusa whom Perseus siow was anocher 
phase of the same ides. Turner, a grea 
English artist, once painted a dragon from

ove he bad seen in a Cars, mas pan- 
tomime at Dury’ Lane. It was a 
relic of the by-gode ages, and never had any ex- 
isvepce except in be imagination of man. He 
‘vas still indicated as a water-serpent, brea h- 
lug out fire o show his ancient connaction with 
the lightning, which idea was carried out by the 
wdditiou of a forked tail. 

The sbesker then defined the different classes 
of dragons. and said the conventional form of 
(he crocodile was the one re resenied in the le- 
geod of st. George and the dragon. The er- 
peut bad always been respected as the g ar lau 
oteverytaiog kept dark and secret. Hence the 
idea that he was the treasu er and the poasesso 
of ali not seen. [hese demoniac powe:s were 
not only supposed to own the treasures under tae 
earth, but to have dommon of tae 
see in the earth. Hence arose the first 
ovndict between a god and a dragon. 
Lt happened iu lo nas, where a drogsao kept back 
the fal hom tae fields, ani at tue same time 
poured out fire irom its mouth. The people 
ald it was a demon who wished to kee» the 
seeis in the earta. Iadra, the great god, took 
ulis weapon, a bright dk, buried it at th 
Aragon, aod slew ui, whev the rain began to 
descend. The popular superstition had come 
down to the present time.

COURT-HOUSE PLANS. 
LETIER FROM ARCHITECT EGAN. 


The following letter from Architect Egan was 
presented at the meeting of the Board of Public 


Woras yesterday afternoon ; 

No, 14 Sours Can Street, Nov. 12, 1875.—To N. 
Pr nato ite, Hg., Charman Board of Works: 
Dear Ste: I perceive by the report of the proceed- 
ings of your meeting at the office of Mr. Tilley that a 
uew pian 8 by that gentleman is at present the 
subject of your consideration, ‘ 

I respectfully submit for the consideration of your 
honorabie Board tue fact that I have never, until this 
forenoon, received any intimation from Mr, Tilley to 
the effect that he was not satisfied with the ac- 
cepted and approved by the couuty, and .informally 
examined and approved (in my judgment) by your 
honorable Board. 

Mr. Tilley received repeated invitations from me 
during the perfection of those drawings, now accepted 
by the county, to examine them and make such sug- 
gestions as would, in bis judgment, conduce to the 


| loteress of the city. 


He visited my office from time to time during the 
progress of the work, sent bis draughtemen to make 
such notes and copies as were necessary for his pur- 
pose, and thus led me to suppose hat he was willing 
to perfect his interior for the city’s portion, in accord- 
ence with the exterior, which, as I supposed, was sat- 
isfactory to him. 

The foundations of the county side were allowed to 
be placed under contract during this time without one 
word of remonatrance or O»jection from Mr. Tilley, 
ud I now find myself placed in the embarassing posi- 
tion of being called upon by bim to remodel the whole 
deaign, and thus involve the county in endless litiza- 
tion and expense, and upon no just or — 5 
grounds whatever.
